1 ) I think realistically you will need to see the shooting boards.... and the rough edit. I think that there will be 
hints of the bridge that open this spot, as I mentioned, ending on the full bridge at the end. That being the case, 
I do think it will be more than 10 seconds. Let me find out how long the logo runs at the end (normally these 
things are 3-5 seconds). ..this would mean that we would see elements of the bridge for :25 seconds. Although 
with on camera talent, I may be able to shave off 5-6 seconds.... 

2) I have a call into Bobby Z and we worked up his numbers and submitted them to the client. It's up to them 
as to whether they want this footage.

Thank you for discussing with us today the possibility of shooting on and/or at the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 

There are two possible scenarios that we would like to explore for permitting 
purposes.

In this scenario the fact that it is the Golden 
Gate Bridge would not be revealed until the last approximately 8-9 seconds of the 
spot. 

The second scenario, which is also a possibility, would include shooting the talent 
somewhere off the bridge delivering the lines with the bridge hinted at in the 
background. Also included would be some B-roll shots of various architectural 
elements like rivets, steel cable or other things that might be graphically interesting 
and would be shot with a small crew. In this scenario the fact that it is the Golden 
Gate Bridge would not be revealed until the last approximately 8 - 9 seconds of the 
spot when we would pull back from this location to reveal the bridge in the 
background. 

With either scenario we hope to get some aerial shots of the bridge pending 
weather. We would see if Bobby Z was available to work with us on the aerial shots.

areas, buildings and facilities ("Property") as agreed upon between the Owner and the Producer 
for the purpose of obtaining footage and sound recordings in connection with a single Television 
Series American Idol ("Television Series") during production thereof and on the dates, times and 
specific locations described herein. 

Footage and sound recordings will be obtained solely in connection with the production of the 
Television Series. All physical embodiments of the footage and sound recordings obtained on the 
Property shall hereinafter be known as "Materials". Owner grants to Producer all rights in and to 
the Materials, including without limitation, the right to exploit the Materials in perpetuity, 
throughout the world, an unlimited number of times, solely in connection with the Television 
Series throughout normal chain of its distribution, in any and all media formats and/or manner 
now known or hereafter devised in and for advertising, marketing, production publicity, and 
promotion in connection therewith and/or any advertising, promotion or other exploitation 
thereof. All rights, including copyright in the Television Series and the footage, photography and 
sound recordings of the Materials obtained by the Producer hereunder, shall be and remain 
vested in Producer. 

Rights in and to the Materials are specifically not granted for any other use, including all forms 
of stock footage, or the re-packaging, re-use, re-creation, or duplication of the Materials for any 
other media use other than the Television Series. If additional rights are requested, the express 
written permission from the Owner is required and additional fees apply. 

The Producer acknowledges mat Producer is filming and recording such scenes in express 
reliance upon the foregoing. The Producer represents and warrants that the undersigned has all 
rights and authority to enter into this agreement and to grant the rights granted hereunder.

Producer may at any 
time elect not to use the Property by giving the owner written notice of such election, in which 
case, neither party shall have any obligation hereunder. 

4. Producer hereby agrees to assume all liability and obligation for, and to defend and 
indemnify and hold the District, its officers, Directors, employees, agents and representatives 
harmless from and against, any and all claims, demands, liability, actions, causes of action, 
damages, cost and expense asserted by any person (whether or not a participant in Producer's 
event or activity), firm or entity of any kind, direct or indirect, relating to or arising out of or in 
connection with the use, maintenance, operation or condition of the Property, by Producer, its 
agents, employees, representatives, independent contractors and invitees, except to the extent 
caused by the sole negligence or willful misconduct of Owner, its officers, Directors, employees, 
agents and representatives 
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This agreement to defend and indemnify is subject to the scope of the indemnity as described 
above, and includes (but is not limited to) claims, demands, liability, causes of action, damages, 
cost and expense: 

A. For personal injuries, mental or emotional distress, wrongful death, loss of consortium, loss 
of income, loss of earning power or capacity, any other pecuniary, economic, monetary or 
financial damage of any kind, suffered by any person or entity whatsoever (hereinafter 
collectively "Injuries and Damages").

of the foregoing or of District, connected with or participating in the event for which this permit 
is issued), and whether or not the fault or negligence of any such person, firm or entity is claimed 
or alleged to be the sole negligence of such person, firm or entity, or concurrent negligence or 
fault. * 

Producer's duty to defend the District shall include the duty to provide legal representation, at 
Producer's sole expense, in any and all actions, suits, and other legal proceedings, and to pay any 
and all costs or expenses associated therewith. 

5. P roducer agrees that it has and will maintain insurance coverage as set forth below. Such 
insurance shall contain an endorsement including District, District's directors, officers, 
representatives, agents and employees as additional named insureds.

Not 
withstanding the foregoing, after the filming contemplated hereunder is completed, Producer, 
may without the prior consent of the District, assign this Permit and/or the rights hereunder, the 
Materials obtained on the Property by the Producer for the Television Series and the rights to the 
Materials as authorized herein to an "affiliate" of Producer.
